Our annual Bulletin, No. 40, is given the form of a picture-book. It 
contains illustrations of a number of works of art that we have never pub- 
lished before, although certain ones among them have belonged to the 
College for some years and although a few have been published elsewhere. 
In addition, our recent accessions are announced here and as many as pos- 
sible are illustrated for the first time in the following pages. 

Then this Bulletin docs two things: it discloses more or less hidden re- 
sources and suggests the need for and result of periodic review and reap- 
praisal of our collection. At the same time it suggests the rapid growth and 
increasing breadth of the collection and makes implicit the constantly 
widening range of its usefulness to students in Northampton and elsewhere. 

The Museum staff is glad to provide, to receive and to exchange infor- 
mation regarding questions of the attribution, history, publication, date, 
iconography, morphology and physical condition of works of art in the 
collection.
